Edifice at Fo rt Wo rth 
Where Dr. No rris Is Pas­ 
to r Destro y ed

FORT WORTH. Tex., Jan. 12.— 
Fire believed to have been of in­ 
cendiary origin early today destroy ­ 
ed the First Bap tist Church here, 
of which the Rev. J. Frank Norris, 
noted fundamentalist leader and re­ 
form crusader, is p astor. 
A four 
story brick Sunday school building 
and 
gy mnasium 
adjoining 
the 
church also burned. 
Investigators searching the ruins 
for clues as to the origin of the 
fire rep orted uncovering evidences 
of incendiarism. 
District Attorney Robert Stewart 
said a tub containing gasoline and 
water and a five gallon .jug of 
gasoline were found in the Sunday 
school building. 
The jug was in 
the basement and the tub was on 
the third floor. 
Two charred tubs were found 
under debris of the church building 
where the fire started. 
A thorough investigation of all 
circumstances siirrounding the blaze 
would be conducted, the district at­ 
torney said. 
Dr. Norris, w'ho has had a stofmy 
career here, w'as in Austin when 
informed of the fire and returned 
here this afternoon. 
The original First Bap tist church, 
of which Dr. Sorris also w'as the 
p astor, burned in 1912. 
He was 
charged with arson and p erjury at 
the time but was acquitted after 
sensational trials. 
He came into the limelight again 
two y ears ago w'hen he shot and 
k illed D. E. Chip p s, wealthy lumb­ 
erman. in the study of the church 
during an argument over Norris’ 
p ulp it attack s on the city adminis­ 
tration. 
Dr. Norris p leaded self 
defense and won acquittal. 
Recently the minister has been 
conducting a camp aign against al­ 
leged vice conditions here and on 
numerous occasions he has rep orted 
the receip t of threats against his 
life and the church p rop erty . 
After insp ecting the ruins, Dr. 
Norris announced that the church 
would be rebuilt. 
“The w’orst loss is the demoraliz­ 
ing of our forces,” he said, “but 
we will start building back now’.” 
He announced that services would 
be held temp orarily in the taber­ 
nacle 
used 
during 
the 
summer 
months.

church o fficials said were insured, 
W'as estimated at 
between $ 200,000 
and $ 400,000.

CONVICr YOUTH 
FOR HIS PART 
IN MURDER CASE 


Wilbert G. Hess Guilty in 
Witchcraft Case Tried 
at Yo rk, Pa. 


By The Asso ciated Press. 
YORK, Pa., Jan. 12.—A verdict of 
second degree murder was th^ find­ 
ing of the jury tonight in the case 
of Wilbert G. Hess, 18, for his p art 
in the k illing of Nelson D, Reh- 
mey er, alleged “p ow wow” doctor. 
The two others who took p art in 
the k illing, John H. Bly my er, 32, a 
“p ow wow doctor” and John Curry , 
14, had been convicted in the same 
court earlier in the week of murder 
in the first degree. Rehmey er was 
k illed when he resisted the efforts 
of the trio to obtain a lock of his 
hair to break a “sp ell” sup p osedly 
held over the Hess family . 
His 
body was then set on fire. 
The jury returned its verdict in 
the Hess case at 7:20 p . m. after 
deliberating two hours and twenty 
minutes. 
Conviction of murder in 
the second degree is p unishable by 
imp risonment of 
10 to 
20 y ears. 
It was the lightest sentence met­ 
ed out to the three witchcraft de­ 
fendants, Bly my er and Curry each 
receiving sentences of life imp ri 9- 
onment. 
Hess was calm when brought into 
court to hear the verdict. His moth­ 
er and father 
were 
also 
there. 
Hess’ counsel shook hands with the 
jury after the verdict and then 
Hess also went to the jury box and 
grasp ed the hands of the twelve 
men. 
His mother, Alice Hess, also went 
to the jury box. 
She had wep t 
throughout most of the trial. 
She 
shook her son’s hand and as he was 
being tak en away said “be a good 
Iboy , won’t y ou.” 
The commonwealth deviated a lit­ 
tle in today ’s trial by recognizing 
that witchcraft may have figured in 
the k illing of Rehmey er. 
In the 
grand jury for about an hour. 
He 
was -then- tak en to the eounQr Jail |p lher. two trlalf the commonwealilL 
where he will remain until Monday 
as he may be called before the 
jurors again. 
Frank lin was arrested last Aug­ 
ust.. He p leaded guilty after hav­ 
ing sp ent several months in the 
county jail and was given a sen­ 
tence of ten y ears. 
Soon after Frank lin’s arrest Amos 
Kahrs, circuit clerk , was susp ended 
and arrested charged with loaning 
county money . He was released on 
bond and his case has been set for 
a hearing January 21st.

Bo y ou remember, back in “the 
gay nineties,*' when gold and silv er 
shoe laces were the sty le for men 
and salesmen were ex pected to be 
good story tellers and

rather than bu siness agents? 
If y ou don’t and are interested, 
y ou wou ld find it worth while to 
meet Henry P. Mack, sales man­ 
ager for the Bragg Leather Com­ 
pany and the oldest salesman in 
point of serv ice now in the leather 
bu siness. 
Mr. Mack’s twenty -six y ears In 
the 
leather 
sales 
bu siness 
hav e 
been Joy ou s ones for him, fu ll of 
life and adv entu re, he will tell y ou , 
and his friends and acqu aintances 
will assu re y ou this is tru e. 
Old-timers 
will 
remember 
the 
firm of E. P. Dehler, whose leather 
and shoe su pply store stood at the 
sou thwest corner 
of 
Third 
and 
Francis streets, now occu pied by a 
theater. 
Pio neer Lea ther Dea ler 
Dr. Dehler was one 
o f the pio ­ 
neer leather dealers o f St. Joseph. 
To him, in 189 9 , came a thirteen- 
y ear-old boy , Henry P. Mack by 
name seeking employ ment. 
Felix street at that time consist­ 
ed for the most part of one-story 
frame stru ctu res the proprietors of 
which are generally forgotten now. 
Asked as to his bu siness ex peri­ 
ence, Mr. Mack told Mr. Dehler he 
had been sole owner and proprietor 
of a St. Joseph Gazette paper rou te. 
The rou te, be it u nderstood, lay 
betw'een Messanie street and Gene 
Field 
Road, 
from 
Twenty -six th 
street eastward to the state asy lu m, 
a thinly settled district then, with­ 
ou t pav ed streets 
or 
sidewalks. 
He'd had considerable ex perience 
as a salesman 
bu ilding 
u p his 
rou te, he told Mr. Dehler, and ev i­ 
dently conv inced him, for not long 
afterward he became one of Deh­ 
ler Company 's chief salesmen. 
Mr. Mack's chief sales trade con­ 
sisted of some eight shoe repair 
shops, all hand ru n, and a few 
Ecatttered shoe stores on Felix and 
Edmond streeta.

LACK OF APPRECIATION 
There are very few persons, as a matter 
of fact, who are not Bt some period of 
their lives assailed 
with 
the torturing 
thought that all their best efforts are in 
vain; that they have struggled toward a 
certain goal only to be met with cold dis­ 
couragement from those to whom they 
felt they had the right to look for some­ 
thing far different—in short, that they 
are not appreciated even by those nearest 
to them. 
Common sense should demon­ 
strate that such thoughts are injurious to 
our best interests 
and 
that the wisest 
thing to do in such circumstances is to 
“snap out of them” at the ve‘ry outset. 
This may not be easy because they persist 
in annoying us in spite of our best efforts 
to rid ourselves of them. 
It may not be 
too much to say that the more we think 
about the lack of appreciation and con­ 
sideration shown the more firmly we are 
convinced that we are far from being un­ 
derstood and that our motives are not ac­ 
cepted at their face value. 
We argue 
that each new effort we make toward 
achieveing some 
particular 
goal, each 
new idea that we try to improve, each 
new thought that we take seriously, all go 
to prove that we simply do not count as 
much in the estimation of others as we 
do in our own estimation. 
If, however, we try to study this par- 
ticular problem sanely and with the one 
idea of understanding it thoroughly, we 
will probably reach the conclusion that, 
as a matter of fact, the best results we 
achieve are those that we accomplish in­ 
dependently either of the sympathy or 
the encouragement of others. Life teach­ 
es a valuable lesson almost at the outset 
of our careers, if we only have tRfe percep­ 
tion to recognize it, and that is that if we 
go about our duties determined to bear 
their entire responsibility and not demand 
any help or encouragement from others, 
we are in better position to achieve our 
ends than if we seek either the aid or 
the sympathy of those about us. Natur­ 
ally when help and cooperation are ex­ 
tended to us we accept them willingly 
and they often hasten the day of success. 
When, however, we go about our work 
with the sole idea of looking to our own 
interests independently of others we are 
not disappointed at any lack of apprecia­ 
tion because we do not expect it in the 
finst place, and because we do not regard 
it as essential to our prospects. It is poor 
judgment on anyone’s part to try to force 
appreciation 
and 
understanding 
from 
those who most probably take very little, 
if any, interest in what we are doing. 
It 
is to be expected, of course, that a man’s 
closest associates should take a certain 
pride and interest in his achievements, 
and they do as a rule, but even when 
these are lacking there is no need for him 
te bewail the misfortune of not being ap­ 
preciated as thoroughly as he feels that 
he should be. 
There is always another side to the pic­ 
ture, and in this case it is the fact that 
w^, too, might not always be as apprecia­ 
tive of the good work of others as they 
think we should be. 
The same rule that 
we apply to others we certainly should 
not shrink from applying to ourselves, as 
the chances are we offend in very much 
the same particular as others do. Selfish­ 
ness is quite often at the bottom of our 
uqhappy relations with others, although 
we would probably be the last persons in 
the world to recognize the fact. 
It may 
be selfishness on both sides; indeed, it is 
hardly conceivable that the blame can 
only be definitely placed on one or the 
other side. Life is so filled with rivalries 
and misunderstandings, with animosities 
and Indifference that it is easy enough to 
place our own interests so infinitely far 
above the interests of those about us that 
se become selfish without realizing our 
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position. 
The same rule applies to all, 
and all offend in this particular regard­ 
less of our feelings one toward the other. 
Appreciation is a wonderful thing to 
have and to give. 
When it comes spon­ 
taneously and whole-heartedly from those 
who mean what they say it is one of the 
best and strongest tonics in the world; 
when it must be asked for it is worth very 
little; when it is expected but is not forth­ 
coming it works hardships that must be 
struggled against and banished from the 
memory if we desire peace and happiness. 
We get very little done if we stop to lis­ 
ten for praise 
or condemnation. 
The 
thing to do is to press forward on our own 
momentum irrespective of either the one 
or the other. 
It should be sufficient for 
the determined, persevering worker to be 
able not only to appreciate his efforts, but 
to appraise them, and make their results 
his own best reward.

restilctimi Go d had 
placed 
abo ut them. 
It is the simple sto ry 
o f the fall o f man. and when men 
wo uld hav e us regard it as *% fall 
npwards*' 
they are

same attractiv e but deceptiv e allur- 
ment o f the tempter who argued. 
••Ye shall be as go ds.*’ 
Go d had

nues o f appro ach which S t Jo hn 
enumerates as “the lust o f the 
flesh,” (‘’when the wo man saw that 
the tree was go o d fo r fo o d”) “the 
lust o f the ey e.” (‘‘and that it was 
pleasant to the ey es”) “and the 
pride o f life,” (“and a tree to be 
desired to make o ne wise.”)

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.--Col Char­ 
les A. Lindbergh has announced 
that he would fly the plane which 
will open the Pan-American Air­ 
ways, Inc., new mail route from 
Miami to the Panama Canal Zone 
on Feb. 4, putting into effect the 
United States foreign mail contract 
recently awarded the company. 
At the same time the corporation 
announced that Col. Lindbergh Bad 
been retained as technical advisor 
to the Pan-American Airways and 
its affiliated operating companies 
and also as consultant to aviation 
corporations of the Americas, the 
holding company. 
Col. Lindbergh said he expected 
to leave Miami at 6 a. m. E. S. V. 
on Feb. 4. flying through British 
Honduras and Nicaragua to Cristo­ 
bal, C. Z. where he is scheduled 
to land about 4 o'clock p. m.
